The  Lancashire  Couiitj  Gouncilj  as  the  Health  AuthoritjT-  mintains  a 
GOHprehonsive  range  of  Services  - including  iaiti-Hatal  clinics.  Child 
7;clfare  clinics  and  School  Medical  scr'/ices  - Medical  3:nd  Dental. 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  hy  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
in  Blackhurn,  Accringfcon,  Preston  and  Burnley,  There  is  also  access,  v/here 
required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  Hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Preston  Royal  Infirinary, 
Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackhurn,  and  Branley  Meade,  Tfhalley.  Park.  Lee 
K ospital,  Blackburn  is  available  for  Infectious  Disease  oases. 

The  .fffiibulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Laboratory  fa.cilitics  are  available  at  the  Blackburn  and  East 
Lancashire  Royal  Infirmarj^  and  Preston  Roj'-al  Infirinary.  These  laboratory 
facilities  arc  also  used  bjr  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  area. 

There  is  also  a vv^eekly  Pathological  Clinic  in  Clitheroe,  through 
an  arrangement  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Clitheroe  Nursing  Association, 
and  these  facilities  are  available  fox'  the  Rural  District.

VIATER  SUPPLY. 

Details  of  the  Water  Supply  in  the  Council’s  district^  both  puh lie 
and  private,  nere  given  in  the  Report  for  19A-9« 

work  on  the  extensive  Chibping  ard  Thornley  water  scheme  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  first  part  of  this  scheme  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1953. 

^.pproval  to  the  scheme  for  taking  over  the  private  rater  supply  feeding 
Barrow  village  and  to  substitute  water  from  the  Council  mains  was  approved 
and  the  necessarj'  works  will  be  carried  out  during  1935« 

The  Scheme  for  the  installation  of  pressure  filters  on  the  Hurst  Green 
supply  (talcen  in  bulk  from  Bladkburn  Corporation)  was  approved  aiid  is 
being  proceeded  witli. 

The  Couincil’ s Consulting  Engineer  was  instructed  to  revise  the  scheme 
for  supplying  Pendleton  Road  area,  Fisv/ell,"  and  to  prepare  a soheme  for 
suppl3"Mg  the  Hill  Top  area  of  Thornley. 

Discussions  were  opened  with  the  owners  of  the  private  suppl3r  feeding 
the  village  of  Pendleton,  i^ith  a view  to  the  supply  being  taken  over  by 
the  Council, 

Unsatisfactory  pressiures  during  peak  draw  periods  continued  in  the 
Clitheroe  Road,  Pendleton  curea.  The  main  serving  this  area  is  the  one 
laid  to  provide  a supplementarj'’  feed  to  the  lAialle^"  reservoir  whe'n  the  local 
spring  T-ields  fail.  The  supply,  taken  from  the  Clitheroe  Borough  at  Primrose 
Bridge  appears  to  have  an  average  ma^cinium  flow  of  only  73,CCC  gallons  per 
dap,  Ujo  to  2C,CCC  gallons  of  this  is  needed  to  supply  properties  on  the 
route  to  i.lialley,  leaving  onlj/-  53,CCC  gallons  as  a supplementary  feed  to  the 
Hhalley  reservoir,  ^ The  average  consumption  in  W'hallep-  village  is  7C,CCC  gallons 
that  should  the  spring  j^ields  fail  completel3^  there  would  be  a 
dexiciencp'  of  17,CCC  gallons  per  da3%  The  Irchbishoics  Wood  suppl3?’  is 
^intained^as  a final  reseDave  should  this  Imppen.  It  is  necessarjr  however 
oo  P^p  this  supplj’-  into  the  mains  which  is  unsati3factor3-  on  account  of 
possioly  damge  to  mains  and  to  water  fittings  and  on  account  of  anno3''ance 
bO  householders  from  pumping  noises  an  the  maiaas  and  supply  pipes. 

^ ihe  x^ressure  ailcers  on  the  v.iswell  village  suppl3r  v/ere  completel"' 
overaaulcd,  repaired  and  replenished  with  new  filter  media. 

c scraping  of  approxi-vately  6CC  yards  of  nain  between  the 

badcae  tanx  and  the  meter  house  at  Bradley  was  carried  out  by  Council  worJaien 
aiT  eifort  to  impx-ovc  the  flow  to  the  Chippinp/Thox-nl  ey  area.

Scavenging  and  pail  servicing  uas  continued,  as  previously",  using 
Council  employees  nith  hired  vehicles  and  drivers. 

trailer  tank  for  night  soil  collection  nas  purchased  during  the 
y^ar  and  has  resulted  in  a more  sanitary  method  of  collection  and 
disposal,  with  less  interference  -with  seuage  disposal  nTorks. 

The  fall  in  inrice  and  difficulty  of  disposing  of  naste  paper, 
coincided  vith  the  loss  of  the  Council’s  naste  paper  depot,  and 
resulted  xo  bhc  collection  of  salvage  being  temporctrily  discontinued. 

It  is  considered  that  the  operation  of  Council  onned  refuse 
collection  vehicles  in  place  of  the  present  hired  vehicles,  nould 
result  in  a more  efficient  and  more  sanitary  and  less  expc.nsive  service. 
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FIOUSHTG-. 

The  post-v;ar  years  have  seen  a general  tendency  to  consider  the 
Housing  Problem  purely  as  an  urgent  need  for  additional  housing  units. 

It  isj  however 5 once  more  suggested  that  the  time  has  now  come  when  the 
Housing  Problem  presents  itself  not  so  much  as  a need  for  additional 
units,  a.s  a need,  and  a very  urgent  need,  for  the  saving  of  those 
dwellings  which  due  to  years  of  neglect  and  inattention,  whether 
deliberate  or  unavoidable,  end  the  higher  standards  now  demended,  have 
degenerated  to  the  classif iceution  of  "unfit  houses".  The  Housing  Survc3'' 
carried  out  during  1945  to  1950  showed  that  in  this  district  there  \jere 
US  (5»5‘1%)  houses  unfit  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit 
at  a i-easonable  expense  and  96  (6,68%)  unfit  houses  ca.pablo  of  being 
ma.de  fit  at  a reasonable  c:xpcnse.  Continuing  dilapidations  -will  have 
made  these  figures  no  longer  correct,  but  they  do  serve  as  a good 
indication  of  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  and  also  the  number  of 
families  living  in  insanitary  and  unhealthy  conditions  and  deprived 
of  many  of  the  essential  aiiienitics. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949  which  provides  for  the  payment  of  grants 
towards  the  iraprovenent  and  re-conditioning  of  dw/ellings  has  unfortun- 
ately not  justified  the  high  hopes  originallj^-  expected  of  it.  Not  one 
formal  submission  has  been  made.  The  small  number  of  preliminary 
submissions  have  not  progressed  beyond  that  stage. 


Pollowdng  service  of  notices  to  execute  repairs,  the  Council  were 
requested  and  agreed  to  purchase  5 sub-standard  dwellings.  There  vrore 
repaired  and  improved  and  two  of  the  houses  made  into  one. 

During  the  3^ear  the  fourth  tv/elve  houses  at  Chatburn  were  completed 
and  occupied.  The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  14  houses  at  Barrow  was 
further  delayed,  but  it  is  expected  tha.t  a start  will  be  made  in  1953*

Construction  of  neu  roains,  reservoirs  and  pujaping  plant  at  Chipping 
and  Thornlc3\ 

The  ccnstraction  of  housing  sites  at  Chatburn,  "Thallejr,  Hurst  Green 
and  Chipping  and  the  puroha,se  and  subsequent  repair  aiid  improvement 
of  four  old  houses  at  Barrou,  - a total  of  I38  council  owned  houses. 

The  above  schemes,  of  considerable  ma.gnitude  in  themselves,  have  brought 
with  then  a tremendous  amount  of  work  and  responsibilitjr  for  the  Council' s 
officers  and  worlanen.  Everi?-  effort  has  been  i.-rade  to  ensure  that  water 
supplies,  closet  conversions  and  dra-inage  connections  following  these 
schemes  have  been  carried  cut  as  quiclcl3'-,  efficiently  and  cheapl3’'  as 
possible.  The  maintenaa'ice  and  repair  of  Council  property  - houses,  works, 
plant  and  equipment,  now  forms  a day  to  day  task  of  considerable  proportions. 

These  comparatively  bi^  schemes  and  allied  works  executed  within  a 
short  period  of  3’-cajas  have  left  little  opportunit3'-  for  detailed  consider- 
ation and  investigation  of  existing  services  or  of  the  mc':n3'  problems  facing 
the  Council  and  its  Officers. 

The  Council  night  consider  this  an  opportune  time  for  a full 
apwrecisition  of  the  i.:provcmcnts  and  services  provided,  their  full  impact 
and  consequencies,  both  financial  and  othcr\',ise , before  conteinpla.ting  an3'’ 
f’jrthcr  schemes  other  than  those  to  v/hich  it  is  already  coOTAitted.
